'Refrigerated blood con- 
tainers were diSicult to trans- 
tx;rt conveniently on the battle- 
field. 


Science's • efforts

World War I to find a substi- 
tute for 
whole blood were 


crowned with the development 
of plasma and later of serum 
albumin. These blood substi- 
tutes, available for almost im- 
mediate use under any condi- 
tions and requiring no cross- 
typing or refrigerated storage, 
are accounting for the majority 
of the lives saved on the battle- 
fields of this war. 


The American Red Cross is 


the sole agency through which 
blood is collected for the armed 
forces. The project, inaugurat- 
ed in February 1941. at the re- 
quest of the Army and Navy, 
r.ow ranks as the largest single 
controlled undertaking in medi- 
cal history. A total of 1,300.000 
pints of blood was procured 
through 1942 and in 1943 an ad- 
ditional 4,280.000 was collected. 
The quota set for this year is 
5.000.000 pints

fixed centers and by mobile 
units, attached to the fixed cen- 
ters, which make periodic visits 
to nearby communities. The 
fixed centers in the Eastern area 
are located in Baltimore.
